That the emergency board ques- 


tion raised by thn applications' of 
the university and normal school 
rfegents for more funds will be car- 
ried to the Supreme court seemed 
probable this 
afternoon 
as 
the 


emergency 
board went 
into ses- 
sion. 


Prior to the assembling of the 


board Atty. Gen. Ekern gave out 
an opinion in which he stated that 
he interprets the law to read that 
the board can appropriate money 
for emergencies even though 
the 


emergencies exist under what 
are 


known as "capital" or "maintain- 
nnce" accounts. Gov. Elaine sent a 
request to the attorney general for 
an opinion as to whether or not 
requests 
mado by the university 


and normal schools for appropria- 
tions under what have been termed 
"capital" expenditures can be made 
by the emergency board. 


It was stated this noon that Fred 


E. Zimmerman, secretary of state 
still adheres to his stand that he 
wiil not sign any appropriations as 
a member of the emerg-ency .board. 
If Mr. Zimmerman adheres to this 
plan and refuses to sign warrants 
for the transfer of funds the next 
move will be to start.a mandamus 
action against Mr. Zimmerman to 
compel him to sign the warrants. 
This is the issue which will be car- 
ried to the Supreme court.

Keep On Learning, 


O'Shea Tells Youth 


The chief problem of any nation 


is to^ keep its young people in a 
learning attitude for an increasing 
long" time as the nation grows old- 
er, said Prof. M. V. O'Shea, in an 
address delivered Monday night be- 
fore the Englewood Woman's club 
at Chicago. 


"The young of the chimpanzee is 


docile and is teachable for a .long- 
er period than any other form of 
animal life, and it advances much 
farther than any of them in intelli- 
gence. 


"In human life, tKe young reach 


mental maturity among the lowest 


races much earlier ,than among the 
highest races. The •strongest, most 
efficient and most prosperous nation 
is the one in which the young arc 
plastic and teachable for the long- 
est period," he said. •• 
"" 


Professor O'Shea maintains that 


the chief factor that leads' to the de- 
cline of a'nation is the rapid and too 
early maturing of the young. 


"Investigations being carried on 


at Harvard,' Columbia, Johns" Hop- 
kins, 
and 
elsewhere, apparently 


show that mental maturity can be 
reached too early through emo- 
tional over stimulation. 
Emotional 


over-stimulation means the paraly- 
sis of -the intellectual development. 
This has overtaken nations in the 
past and in the present in the Old 
World, and what has happened a 
thousand times will happen a thous- 


'andth and first time if • conditions 
'are. the same."

America Does Not INeed The Klan 


-By PAUL PENBLAY [Formerly of Madison]- 


Seven Million Starving Chil- 


dren in Germany 


S 


EVEN million German children are in 
immediate danger of contracting tu- 


berculosis as a result of prolonged under- 
nourishment according to a cablegram 
made public in New York Monday by 
Major General Henry T. Allen, Chairman 
of the American Committee for Relief 
of German Children. 


The message was sent from the head- 


quarters of the American Society of 
Friends (Quakers) who have returned to 
Germany to feed the starving children 
with the fund of 510,000,000 that is be- 
ing raised in the United States 'by Gen- 
eral Allen's Committee. 


"Altogether seven million children 


are in urgent need of food," the message 
reads. 
"Most-of them do not get any 


warm meals or any bread at all. They 
are so badly undernourished that they 
are in great danger of contracting tuber- 
culosis. 
In Dresden, one-sixth of the 


school children suffer from famine. 


"The shortage of foodstuffs for chil- 


dren is increasing steadily owing to aug- 
mented unemployment and to the rap- 
idly rising cost of materials. Five mill- 
ion people are without work and an ad- 
ditional one and a half million are work- 
ing short time. The index of the gov- 
ernment for the cost of living in Octo- 
ber was 234 times higher than before 
the war. In September the prices of 
foodstuffs equalled 200 % of the gold 
prices in peace times. The v/ages ap- 
proximate 60 
r'< of peace time wages, ac- 


cording to reports of the various munici- 
palities. 


"The providing of milk for babies and 


small children is entirely unsatisfactory 
since the various towns obtain only one- 
tenth of the milk which they received in 
peace times. They get coffee and sac- 
charine instead. As a result the mortal- 
ity rate of babies during the last three 
months was 21% higher than last year, 
although the birth-rate-in Berlin declin- 
ed by 30 Vc. Half of the newly-born chil- 
dren have been transferred to orphan 
asylums since the parents cannot provide 
for them. 


"The shortage of clothing for children 


during the coming winter will affect their 
state of health very much. 
Approxi- 


mately three million people are without 
underclothing and shoes. 
Babies are 


without swaddling clothes and in many 
instances bedclothing is entirely miss- 
ing." 


Thepe figures are consistent with the 


estimates given in a recent report from 
the representative in Berlin'of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture. 


According to this report, meat con- 


sumption, not including imports, was 128 
pounds per capita in 1912 and 84 in 1922. 
But the estimates for the first six months 
of 1923 show a consumption of only 34 
pounds per capita. 
* * * 


A Movement Worthy of Aid. 
'HIS country was appalled a few 


months ago over the Japanese earth- 


quake with its toll of more than 100,000 
lives, and millions of dollars were con- 
tributed for the relief of the stricken 
people. 


There is happening in the United 


States every year a tragedy, claiming an 
equal number of lives—a tragedy all the 
more pathetic because it is preventable. 
This is the tragedy of tuberculosis—now 
known to be a curable and preventable 
disease—which in 1922 claimed more 
than 100,000 lives. And 1,800 of these 
100,000 victims of the White Plague 
were Wisconsin citizens. 


Now comes the appeal for funds—not 


for relief—but for the prevention of this 
tragedy. This comes in the form of the 
annual Christmas Seal Sale of the Wis- 
consin 
Anti-Tuberculosis Association, 


which for 15 years has beer waging an 
effective fight against the White Plague. 
Just how effective the fight has been is 
best shown in the death rate from tu- 
berculosis, which has been reduced 37 
per cent in fifteen years, and in 1922 
tlene it is estimated that over 1,000 lives 
were saved. 


Experts estimate that there are more j. 


than 16,000 active cases of tuberculosis J 
in Wisconsin. To find these in the early [ 


"Not tihat which goeth into the. mouth de- 


file th a man; but that which Cometh out of the 
mouth; this defileth a man." This thought comes 
forcibly to mind on reading "The Klan's Chal- 
lenge and The Reply" in 'The Literary Digest 
lor Nov. 17. 'So long as the klan was officially 
silent, so long aa 'what we heard of and*from 
it could ,be called "unofficial" or "unauthorized," 
opinion must be suspended. 
But now it has 


spoken officially by the mouth of its own chosen 
spokesman, Imperial Wizard H. W. Evans, and 
surely intolerance narrower, more reflective of 
basic ignorance, or moro profound, seldom has 
been tittered in. recent times. 


"Without being unkind or unjust," runs the 


quotation from the wizard's speech, "this prob- 
lem 
is made many times more difficult 


by 
at least three powerful and numer- 


ous elements that do now, and forever will, defy 
every fundamental reqquirement of assimila- 
tion," and he proceeds to specify the negrc, the 
Jew and the Catholic. . 


The Ulan says those three great subdivisions 


of our people "defy assimilation.1' But one who 
reads with only moderate thoughtfulness and 
brings lo his reading a modicum of reflection 
discerns at once that what tho klan has discov- 
ered is that those "elements" defy submerg- 
ence. They decline to surrender themselves to 
the convictions—or notions—of .others. 
They 


preserve their individuality, their personality, 


1 their social and spiritual integrity; and is not 
integrity of individuality, personality and spir- 
ituality the hall mark of advancing civilization? 


As Wizard Evans procecJs to read those three 


elements out of American life, "without being 
fankind or unjust" the while, somehow there 
arises before us a mental picture which includes 
Muhammad "converting" by the sword, Tor- 
quemada who tore men and women limb from 
limb in the dungeons of Seville, the fires 
of 


Smithfield consuming catholic, protestant, non- 
conformist or conformist, depending on what 
monarch ruled at the time; tihe hangings of 
Salem—all for the good of the immortal souls 
of the victims—none of it "unkind or unjust;" 
We have, in short, the whole gloomy story of 
intolerance, of man's inhumanity; to man, and 
of the queer willingness all of-us inherit as a 
throwback to prehistoric 'savagery to be our 
brother's keeper in just one thing: the broth- 
er's conscience. 


If you feel that this is intemperate, please 


read the story in the Digest. And, while I would 
avoid personalities in any lesser matter, this 
question is too vital to admit o£ squeamish- 
ness, so I ask you to study the imperial wizard 
himself. 
Notice the stocky figure, the bowed 


legs, the sturdy shoulders, the pose of the feet; 
observe the round head, the beady eyes set un- 
der beetling brows, the powerful jaws and the 
' downward pointing finger. 


Now, surely there is nothing deplorable about 


physical strength. No; we all want sound bod- 
ies. Bu.t here is such evident dominance of the 
physical over the mental as lends perfect har- 
mony to the wizard's words. The outward as- 
pect of the man prepares us for precisely what 
sentiments he utters. Here is^ in fact, reversion 
to type—the type of the Neanderthal or Cro- 
Magnon man. Contrast that head and body with 
the .makeup of Cardinal Newman—or our own 
Father Knox, for you need go no farther afield. 
Set this picture alongside of Israel Zangwill, 
Jacob Riis or Isidore Straus. Put it beside a 
likeness of Booker T. Washington and note how 
the negro's forehead and evident mental equip- 
ment stand out in brilliant contrast to this nar- 
row bigot's face; and Washington, you will re- 
member, was not wanting in physical equip- 
ment. 


Make these experiments an'1 I think you will 


get my meaning. You will also, I am sure, be 
able to picture to yourself the fate of any of- 
fender against the wizard's ideas of the fitness 
of things, provided the wizard were able to give 
full effect to his convictions and the offender 
helpless. 


I shall have more to say of the negro, the 


Jew and the Catholic, all from close, personal 
experience; but right now it occurs to me to 
ask Wizard Evans what the klan proposes to do 
with those elements of our population? Will it 
deport them wholesale? Where will it send the 


10,000,000 or more black men ? How •will it dis- 
pose of the 5,000,000 Jews ? What provision has • 
it in mind for the Catholics, whose exact nu- 
merical status I have not at hand 1 


Mr. Editor, I sat in a negro church in Madison 


last Sunday morning. I felt a strangely diffident 
humility during that hour of mingling with a 
race whose record-of accomplishments during 
the short 58' years since 1865 furnishes a chal- 
lenge more arresting, far more .worthy, than 
that of the klan;i a challenge to unmixed ad- 
miration. We are prone to admire the Japanese 
because of their emergence into a fully civilized 
status in 70 years, and thafpeople deserves our 
admiration. But the Japanese had no back- 
ground of slavery to outlive and overcome. They 
had never been a subject race. Compared with 
what the Japanese have done, the negro of our 
day stands out as one who has accomplished 
far the harder, more exacting task. 


In the evening, I listened to Mr. Henderson's 


discourse. He may have furnished the answer to 
his own question: "Do We Need the Ku Klux 
Klan?" If he did, though he said some splendid 
things, I missed it. 
' 


My conviction is that we are not going to 


make much progress by the smoky lantern of 
intolerance. It is all right' to preach the separa- 
tion of church and state 
and say with odr 


mouths that every man is the sole keeper of his 
own conscience. 
Both those noble ideas are 


written into the inscription over the entrance 
to the capitol of Rhode Island in Providence: 
"To hold forth a lively experiment, that a most 
nourishing civil state may stand and best be 
maintained with •full liberty in religious con- 
cernments." 
The Pilgrims left England with 


full liberty in religious freedom; but though 
they wanted it themselves, they did not accord 
it to others; and even Roger Williams' colony 
fell from the grace of freedom. 


Only in Pennsylvania, under the leadership 


of William Penn was there true freedom of con- 
science. The Quakers were the only religious 
sect that, claiming religious liberty for itself, 
actually accorded it to others. In the Pennsyl- 
vania colony, Jew and Gentile, Lutheran and 
Catholic, conformist, nonconformist, Muham- 
madan, ConftMionist, Zarathustrian or Buddist 
was each free to follow his own convictions. 


The klan has defiled itself out of its own, 


mouth. It has convicted itself of utter unfit' 
ness by its own words. 
America emphatically 


docs not need the Wan! 


Time has been once or twice in our country 


that in remote regions, the courts have failed 
to function. A notable instance was San Fran- 
cisco in the '50. The Vigilantes took hold of 
that situation when regularly constituted jus- 
tice broke down. But, though extra-legal, the 
Vigilantes did not employ Judge Lynch. No: 
they followed oat all legal forms—save those 
that led to interminable delay and consequent 
defeat of justice. Every alleged criminal had a 
regular trial, and was executed only when duly 
convicted. And when the need was no more, 
'jhe Vigilantes disbanded. 


Things are not right in every section of our 


land today; but there is no lack in machinery. 
We have plenty of laws. What we need is to 
eliminate our mushy sympathy for criminals; 
to reinstitute some of the calm severity, 
the 


inevitableness of justice. It is necessary that 
we show those who are 
weak 
or 
hardened 


enough to contemplate crime, that crime is ex- 
ceedingly unhealthy—yea, that the wages of 
sin is death. 


Those among us who might be capable of ad- 


ministering wisely a super-government are per- 
fectly capable of putting into full effect the 
machinery of justice now at hand. 
Those in- 


capable of implementing what we have—and 
among those is included the imperial Wizard 
and all his works—could not be intrusted to 
administer any government, 
super or 
other- 


wise. 


America needs a re-awakening 
among her 


citizens to the reality of law; to the fact that 
only in law does majesty inhere among a free 
people. This is our task. We must perform it 
or we perish as surely as any of the lost civil- 
izations of the past have perished. But, given 
that, we need nothing else to carry us forward 
to our hoped-for, and then -deserved, destiny.— 
(Written somewhere in Iowa Nov. 22, 1923).

What has been accom- 
plished in the past is evidence of what 
is possible in the future. 


The penny Christmas Seal furnishes 


the sole support of all this work and so 
democratic is the fund-raising method 
that every one, no matter how. small his 
or her means—can ' contribute some- 
thing to help drive tuberculosis out of 
Wisconsin.
